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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
With regards to claim 34, the argued limitation of the seal being CAPABLE of deforming over a certain portion of a user's face is not 
persuasive a recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the claimed invention 
and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is CAPABLE of 
performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. In this instance, the mask of White could be used on a user with a large facial 
feature in which the mask will only be able to cover the general nasal area or the mask could be used on any animal. In other words, the 
mask is not limited for use with an average adult human face. With regards to claim 46, it is the Examiner's position that White teaches 
a seal portion that is SUBSTANTIALLY coterminous with respect to the second molded rim, especially since the claim recites the second 
molded rim forming the seal portion. This inherenly will have said seal portion coterminouse with the second molded rim. With regards 
to claim 62, White does teach second molded rim 12 curving inwardly (Fig 4). As to claim 54, both cited references are related prior art 
and that full face masks and nasal masks are well known in the art. Therefore, it would be well within the reach of one of ordinary skill in 
the art to use the seal of White in the device of Sanders because it would still help prevent air from leaking in or out of the mask. 
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
